Down through the ages man has striven for power,, and. yet more 
power. -From the biblical story of creation we learn that man was given 
power and dominion over the beasts of the field, and thus early in his career 
ect out to establish his power over all the forces of nature. From that time 
down to the present. with ever increasing eagerness and energy man has 
sought for power. 

It is recorded of Alexander the Great that, having conquered the then 
xnown world, he sighed for more worlds to conquer. Egypt under the 
Pharcahs, Rome under the Caesars, Carthage, Greece, ‘all the great empires 
of the part strove for power,. and, having attained it, were ultimately 
destroyed by it. . The same was true of ‘Napoleon, and in the lifetime of 
the present. generation it has again been pee in the case of the ex- 
Kaiser Wilhelm 

a, was of contrast the history of Britain during the last one thousand 
ve may be noted, The British Empire is 'today. the thost powerful 
pe ii itical entity in the world. It has gone on from strength to strength and 
increased in power, not through the autocratic use of its power, but, by 4 
paradex, in continually and voluntarily relinquishing. powers which it en- 
joyed to saberdinate peoples.and colonies, raising their status, conferring 
‘Hew -powera on them, and accepting them on terms of equality with itself. 
The most dangerous period in Britain’s history was when it did not pursue 
such a course and sought to impose its will upon the thirteen American 
colonies. At that ‘ime instead of gaining or retaining power, it lost it. 
That lesson has never been forgotten by British statesmen, 

Power wielded wisely will increase,:but exercised unwisely and ‘auto- 
cratically it will destroy itself. This is just as true in the case of indi- 
viduals, corporations and associations as it is-in the case of rulers, govern~ 
vents and countries. [t ls especially true of monopolies of all kinds, and 
iy is because tronopolies have and do make use of their power unfairly ana 

_selishly that thece has developed such a large body of public opinion favor- 
able to the princtp e juiuc ownership and operation of all services which 
jn, their very nature must be tonopolistic, as, for example, railways, tele- 
plones, electric pcwer systems. 

In the early days of Western Canada the C.P.R. enjoyed a monopoly 
i, transportation..1t was rather autocratic; perhaps in those days it had to 
to, but its management was wise and far-seeihg, and, in later years, using 
1.3 great power for the good of the, country, it has grown still more power- 
powerful and successful, and, at. the same time, stronger in tne esteem ana: 
poodwill of .the reuple. 

The organized grain’ trade of Canada wielded great power, but, nor 
boing so amenable to public opinion, it-has lost much of its power, It is 
still inclined to be selfish and in that fact lies its danger, ‘because it cannot 
be denied that it is losing instead of gaining in public favor, with the in- 
cvitable result that year by year it is being hedged about with greater re- 

Wriclions and a larger measure of public control. | 

The same danger confronts the great banking institutions of the coun- 
try, and the people are becoming increasingly restive under the steady 
absorption of.small banks by the larger ones, The banks may, for the 
time being, become more powerful, but there is always a greater power, 
the people themselves, and the banks may succeed in becoming so consoli- 
dated and powerful, that it will become all the simpler for the people to 
step in and take their powers to the nation itself. 

In this electrical age, water powers, codl resources, and electrical dis- 
tribution systems are the very life-blood of industry. Upon them is depend- 
ent most of the conveniencés of modern Ife. Control of electrical develop-. 
ment means great power, both directly and indirectly. Financial magnates 
and captains of industry are fully alive to this fact, and there is keen com- 
petition throughout the world, and especially on this continent, to obtain 
such control. It means power in a double sense. It is the live question in 
the Dominion Parliament, the Manitoba Legislature, the Alberta Legisla- 
{ure now. in session, as it was the outstanding question before the Sas- 
tatchewan Legislature recently prorogued, It is the biggest issue in Ontario 
and Quebec, and the outstanding problem at present affecting the relations 
cf Canada and the United States. 

In Ontario the controlling factor are the people themselves through 
their Provincially-owned system, The Saskatchewan Government has 

‘ adopted the same policy, But unfortunately the situation fs not so satisfac- 
tory in Manitoba and Alberta. And now come reports that United States 
interests are seeking to secure control of Canadian companies operating 1n 
ee west, Which would have the effect of bringing this country within the 

ntacles of the big American Power Trust. ‘ 

In the first place, and most important, governments and people of 
wostern Canada should be alert to prevent any such ‘absorption, and, in the 
‘sccond place, the big power interests should fully realize that, if they over- 
step the mark, the people will take the matter into their own hands and 
tile beack to themselves in the name of their governments, the resources 
and power to be developed and managed in their own interests. 

Finally, a word of warning to corporations and associations generally, 

i is possible through large memberships and the accumulation of great 
ets to become powerful. Such power, as already stated, wisely employea, 

a good thing and will bring greater power and influence, But here, too,

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Varieties Of Rhubarb 


Tést Carried On At Ottawa 
; Farm 

Commercial varieties of rhubarb 
have been tested side by side at the 
Experimental Farm at Ottawa for 
soyeral years. The thrge standard or 
well-known varieties used wero Lin- 
naeus, Vi¢toria and Early Raspberry. 
Ten plants of each ‘¥ariety were 
grown in rich ‘sandy soil,four feet 
apart. The Linnaéus, one vf the 
quite early sorts, produces a plant of 
small to medium size, quite erect In 
the early stages but drooping later 
in the season. This variety has the 
weakness of a tendency to produce 
seed stalks rather freely. The skin 
colour varies from a pink shading 
to a quite deep red ‘at the base with 
occasional red dots scattered over 
the surface. The flesh is slightly 
tinted with a delicate red, the tex- 
ture is fine, brittle, sharply acid and 
of good quality. 

Victoria resembles Linneaus but is 
slightly shorter in the stems. It has 
@ much thicker skin than the fore- 
going, the flesh has a fair amount of 
red colouring matter and has a rath- 
er sharp acid but pleasant flavour. 

Early Raspberry produces a largo 
stiff erect plant with strong crowns. 
The stalks are very strong and deep- 
ly channeled and covered with a pale 
green skin dctted slightly with pink 
or red and so finely ‘ribbed as to be 
difficult to remove. Internally the 
flesh is pale green with numerous 
fibres, tough texture, moderately 
juicy, sharp acid and of quality quite

In yield covering the six years 
years, Linnaeus gave 620 Ibs 4 
ounces; Victoria, 406 Ibs., and Early 
Raspberry, 415 lbs. Many other var- 
ieties were tested. These are fully 
described in the report of the Do- 
minion horticultrisut for 1927, pub- 
lished by the Department of Agri- 
culture, at Ottawa.

ary Islands, infinite care is taken to 
ensure that the bananas shall not 
take a chill, and the ripening process 
iy maintained by a warm, even tem- 
perature, says a Tit-Bits article. 
Alongside the large steamers at 
such great ports as Hull, special 
trains of grey-covered vans are link- 
ed up to make Banana Specials. 
They are the hottest railway trains 


-|in. Britain, without. windows, without 


passengexs, and without & regular 
time table. ; wt 

The sides, ends, and roofs of each 
van are insulated by means of double 
boarding, between which is’ fitted 
non-Conducting material. Felt is fast- 
ened around the van doors and steam 
heating pipes are fixed inside the roof 
and at the ends. Steaming locomo- 
tives are attached to the jong lines 
of cars so that they may be warmed 
throughout. 

When the temperature is right, the 
fruit is hauled up from the holds of 
the vessel at the docks and tucked 
into its newly-warmed quarters with 
the help of much packing straw. The 
doors are slammed and bolted, the 
right away signal is given, and with 
a steady flow of steam passing 
through pipes which extend the 
whole length of the train, the Bana- 
na Special treks.away to its destina- 
tion, where warmed stores await the 
arrival of the fruit. 


Preserting Last Windjammer 

The last windjammer still surviv- 
ing from Britain’s famous nineteenth 
century fleet, the four-masted 
barque Garthpool, will anchor jn the 
Thames to spend the rest of her days, 
if efforts to save her from ahip- 
breakers are successful, Anchored 
near Blackfriars Bridge, in the heart 
of London, the Garthpool would be 
either a museum or a4 training ship 
for mercantile marine cadets.
